Arkansas to 
Be Scrapped

She Is the .battleship Arkansas — 
known to her navy friends as "The 
A.1'kVL" — whose tour of duty in 
World War II took her from the

beachhead 
to 
the 
shores of Iwo J;ma. 
. Oldest battleship in active serv- 
ice, tho Arkie was 
one 
of 
six 
marked by the navy yesterday for 
scrapping. 


On December 7, 1941, the Arkie 
was cruising peacefully in 
east 


Atlantic waters, under command of 
Rear Admiral Caijleton F. Bryant, 
then a captain. 


Her first war service was pa- 
trol of the eastern shore until she 
moved across the Atlantic in early 
November, 1942 to land the 
first 


American troops in North Africa. 
The Arkie tasted her first real 
aattle action of World War II off 
Normandy when, under command 
of Capt. 'Frederick G. Richards, she 
moved up and down the 
French 
coast on D-dav to blast one Ger- 
man shore battery after another. 
From Normandy, the Arkansas 
went on to her third invasion — 
southern France—where her broad 
ixpanse was a target for swooping 
merman Junker 
planes. 
Bombs 
dropped by the Junkers came with- 
in yards of the Arkie but left no 
mark. 


Her part in the European war 
aone, the Arkie moved westward to 
the Pacific. Her heavy batteries 
softened up-Iwo Jima for invasion, 
but the navy has not yet chronicled 
the rest of her Pacific war history. 


A decommissioning shipyard will 
be the last scene in the" Arkie's 
saga, but her valiant tour of duty 
in World War II will live on in 
navy annals.

Laval Gets 
Sentence 
of Death

Laval, France's arch-collaborator 
with the Nazis in World War II 
was convicted of treason in

High Court of Justice today

sentenced to death.

deliberated exactly nn hour before 
returning Jts verdict. 


Laval, who refused 
to 
attend 
the last two sessions of his trial 
'was found guilty on both counts of

telligence with the 'enemy. 


The former chief of government 
at Vichy was nnl in the courtroom 
when his fate was announced. He

court procedure and sulked in his

The conviction had not been left 
in- doubt since the early sessions of 
his trial in the paneled courtroom 
of the palace of justice. There two 
months ago Marshal Henri Philippe 
Petain .was . convicted

commutation to life imprisonment. 


When the jury trooped back to 
the courtroom after an hour's ab- 
senfe. • Judge Pierre Mongibcaux 
read the verdict and Ihe sentence 
in brusque formalities lasting only 
four minutes. The courtroom was 
deathly still, in contrast with its 
earlier clamor. 


Laval also was sentenced lo na- 


tional indignil" and confisaction of 
all his properly. 


When courl reconvened lo hear 
the verdict, Mongebeaux warned 
against any demonstralions. Then 
.iO read the sentence and verdict, 
and in a cold, matter of fact voice 
declared: "The session is ended." 


Now Laval's only hope lay in an 
appeal lo Gen. Charles de Gaulle. 
If thai fails — and by all signs il 
will — Laval will be executed by

Battleship 
Arkansas to 
Be Scrapped

year-old veteran has her honor- 
able discharge 
today 
from

United States navy. 


She Is the .battleship Arkansas — 
known to her navy friends as "The 
A.1'kVL" — whose tour of duty in 
World War II took her from the 
Normandy 
beachhead 
to 
the 
shores of Iwo J;ma. 
. Oldest battleship in active serv- 
ice, tho Arkie was 
one 
of 
six 
marked by the navy yesterday for 
scrapping. 


On December 7, 1941, the Arkie 
was cruising peacefully in 
east 


Atlantic waters, under command of 
Rear Admiral Caijleton F. Bryant, 
then a captain. 


Her first war service was pa- 
trol of the eastern shore until she 
moved across the Atlantic in early 
November, 1942 to land the 
first 


American troops in North Africa. 
The Arkie tasted her first real 
aattle action of World War II off 
Normandy when, under command 
of Capt. 'Frederick G. Richards, she 
moved up and down the 
French 
coast on D-dav to blast one Ger- 
man shore battery after another. 
From Normandy, the Arkansas 
went on to her third invasion — 
southern France—where her broad 
ixpanse was a target for swooping 
merman Junker 
planes. 
Bombs 
dropped by the Junkers came with- 
in yards of the Arkie but left no 
mark. 


Her part in the European war 
aone, the Arkie moved westward to 
the Pacific. Her heavy batteries 
softened up-Iwo Jima for invasion, 
but the navy has not yet chronicled 
the rest of her Pacific war history. 


A decommissioning shipyard will 
be the last scene in the" Arkie's 
saga, but her valiant tour of duty 
in World War II will live on in 
navy annals.

Laval Gets 
Sentence

Laval, France's arch-collaborator 
with the Nazis in World War II 
was convicted of treason in

sentenced to death.

deliberated exactly nn hour before 
returning Jts verdict. 


Laval, who refused 
to 
attend 
the last two sessions of his trial 
'was found guilty on both counts of 
the indictment — plotting 
against 
the security of Ihe slate and in- 
telligence with the 'enemy. 


The former chief of government 
at Vichy was nnl in the courtroom 
when his fate was announced. He 
rebelled againsl 
Ihe 
tumultuous 
court procedure and sulked in his

The conviction had not been left 
in- doubt since the early sessions of 
his trial in the paneled courtroom 
of the palace of justice. There two 
months ago Marshal Henri Philippe 
Petain .was . convicted 
and 
sen- 
tenced to death,- only to receive a 
commutation to life imprisonment. 


When the jury trooped back to 
the courtroom after an hour's ab- 
senfe. • Judge Pierre Mongibcaux 
read the verdict and Ihe sentence 
in brusque formalities lasting only 
four minutes. The courtroom was 
deathly still, in contrast with its 
earlier clamor. 


Laval also was sentenced lo na- 


tional indignil" and confisaction of 
all his properly. 


When courl reconvened lo hear 
the verdict, Mongebeaux warned 
against any demonstralions. Then 
.iO read the sentence and verdict, 
and in a cold, matter of fact voice 
declared: "The session is ended." 


Now Laval's only hope lay in an 
appeal lo Gen. Charles de Gaulle. 
If thai fails — and by all signs il 
will — Laval will be executed by 
a firing squad, probably in

The doctor is happily married and 
las two small daughters—and his 
wife was with him — so being sur- 
rounded by so many females didn't 
stir his pulse one bit. If anything, 
1 bored him; and he looks back 
jpon the whole experience as one 
.ong nightmare. 
"II was an 
awful 
life — being 
among so many women," said lhe 
tall, blond young Dutch physician. 
"Bui il wasn't so bad for me as 
il was for my wife. Many of the 
other women were jealous because 
they didn't have their 
husbands 
with them — and some made things 
difficult for my wife." 
Dr. Dereede estimated that 1,000 


died in the camp in three years, 
mosl were older women, and mal- 
nutrition was lhe chief cause of 
death, he said.
